spite of the result of the world's serles last
fall. These fucts and figures which have
been shown to 'I'HE SUN man prove beyond
the question of a doubt that every club in the
American League made money. There was
not 4 single loser, even St. Louis coming out
ahead. The Philadelphia, Chicago and Bos-
ton clubs cleaned up enormous profita—~one
of them muaking all of 850,000, The Cleve-
land and Washington clubs [ ut away nearly
half that amount each In profits, while the
New York club, in spite of the poor showing
of the team and the inadequate transit
facilities, got away with $30,000, exclusives
of what was made out of the football games
played by Columbia. Detroit hnd a par-
ticularly good year, and will probably do
even better this season because of tha for-
midable nine that Manager Avmour has
gathered together.

Every one of these American League clubs
paid ten per cent. of the gross receipts of
each game into the league's treasury to
defray expenses. Yet, clear of debt, there I8
a blg fund remaining, which according to
the constitution, will be divided equaliy
among all of the clubs Such prosperity
speaks volumes for the way Ban Johnson has
engineered things in the American League,
which only a few vears ago was looked upon
a8 a huge joke by the older organization.

The data upon which this story has been
built show, on the other hand, that while the
New York National League Club made more
money than any other professional club in
the country last vear and the proflts reached
a flgure in excess of $100,000, the National
League did not enjoy the universal success
which was the American’s good fortune. The
Pittsburg Club made a handsome profit, and
#0 did the Chicago club, but the Cincinnati
and Philadelphia clubs barely broke even
financially, while the St. Louis, Brooklyn and
Boston clubs all lost heavily. Because of this
state of affairs, therefore, it has been the
wish of severnl National League men that
soimne sort of a consolidation with the American
League might be brought about, but such a
plan is entirely out of the guestion, accord-

ing to Ban Johnson, Charley Comiskey, Frank |

Tom O'Rourke, who is the manager of
the Tuxedo A. C., which has built a boxing
amphitheatre just outside of Philadelphia,
sald yesterday that there was no truth in
the report that twenty round bouts would
not he permitted there, Furthermore
O'Rourke eaid that the club would be for-
mally opened Wednesday nichtwitha twenty
round bout between Honey Melody of Boston

and Billy Burke. O'Rourke expects to put
on the Atell-Harris fight for the feather-
weight championship of the world next
month,

Blll Edwards, the former Princeton cap-
tain, favors the placing of seven men per-
manently in the rush line to insure open play
and the abolition of mass formations. Ed-
wards does not stand alone in this opinion,
for in various parts of the country the sug-
gestion, originally made by Tne SvN, has
found much faver among football experts,
But the rules committee, apparently, be-
lleves that the ten yard rule with three
downs will do the business.
